Each  School  or  Department  is  under  the  direction  of  its  own 
Dean,  and  each  Faculty  has  the  power  of  legislating  on  its  own 
affairs,  but  this  power  can  be  exercised  only  in  subordination  to 
the  President  and  Directors  of  the  University,  and  subject  to 
their  approval. 

For  younger  students  there  exists  a  separate  Preparatory  High 
School. 
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LOCATION  AND  EXTRINSIC  ADVANTAGES. 

In  its  location  at  the  Capital  of  the  nation,  Georgetown  Uni- 
versity enjoys  advantages  which  can  hardly  be  overestimated 
and  which  must  necessarily  increase  with  the  growth  of  the 
country.  Not  only  is  the  city,  free  as  it  is  from  the  noise,  dirt, 
and  distracting  surroundings  of  a  great  commercial  center,  most 
favorable  to  the  tranquil  and  earnest  pursuit  of  study,  but  it  has 
an  unparalled  educational  equipment  in  the  great  scientific  col- 
lections and  libraries  of  the  Government.  By  the  authority  of 
Congress  all  facilities  for  study  and  research  afforded  by  the 
Government  collections  are  made  accessible  to  scientific  investi- 
gators and  students  of  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia. 

This  provision  applies  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  National 
Museum,  the  Patent  Office,  the  Bureau  of  Education,  the  Bureau 
of  Ethnology,  the  Army  Medical  Museum,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  the  Fish  Commission,  the  Botanical  Gardens,  the 
Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey,  the  Geological  Survey,  the  Naval 
Observatory,  several  hospitals,  and  to  various  departments  sup- 
plied with  special  libraries,  laboratories  and  equipment  for  re- 
search. The  administration  of  these  bureaus  brings  together  a 
large  corps  of  scientific  workers,  and  has  already  made  the  seat 
of  government  the  chief  educational  center  of  the  country  as 
well.  One  consequence  of  these  conditions  is  that  scientific  soci- 
eties are  exceptionally  numerous  and  flourishing.  The  operation 
of  the  National  Government,  with  its  executive,  legislative  and 
judicial  machinery,  is  in  itself  a  most  efficient  agent  of  instruc- 
tion ;  to  be  familiar  from  daily  observation  with  the  workings  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate,  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  the  Administration  is  a  privilege  and  a  training  which  can- 
not be  too  highly  prized  and  which  cannot  be  found  elsewhere. 

HISTORY. 

The  plan  which  was  completed  by  the  foundation  of  George- 
town College  seems  to  have  been  first  projected  about  1638  by 
Fr.  Poulton,  the  Superior  of  the  Maryland  Mission.  On  Novem- 
ber 13,  1786,  the  Corporation  of  Roman  Catholic  Clergymen,  in 
the    Chapter    held    at    Whitemarsh,    Md.,    adopted    a    series    of 
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"Resolves  Concerning  the  Institution  of  a  School,"  in  which  it 
determined  that  a  school  should  be  erected  at  Georgetown,  Md., 
and  that  the  sale  of  a  piece  of  land  belonging  to  the  corpora- 
tion should  be  made  in  order  that  the  proceeds  might  be  applied 
to  the  erection  of  the  first  building.  Rev.  Messrs.  John  Carroll, 
afterward  Archbishop  of  Baltimore;  James  Pellenz,  Robert 
Molyneux,  John  Ashton,  and  Leonard  Neale  were  appointed 
directors. 

In  18 1 5  Congress  conferred  the  power  of  granting  college  and 
university  degrees,  and  in  1833  the  Holy  See  bestowed  the  privi- 
lege of  giving  in  its  name  degrees  in  philosophy  and  theology. 

The  next  step  in  the  development  of  the  College  was  the  erec- 
tion and  equipment  in  1842  of  a  complete  Astronomical  Observa- 
tory; in  the  following  year  the  formal  incorporation  of  the 
institution  was  effected  by  Congress. 

The  School  of  Medicine  was  opened  in  185 1  and  the  School 
of  Law  in  1870.  The  Graduate  School  was  in  existence  as  early 
as  1856,  in  which  year  it  comprised  four  resident  graduates.  It 
has  continued  with  varying  degrees  of  success  since  that  time. 
The  Dental  School  was  opened  in  1901. 

SITE  AND   SURROUNDINGS. 

Georgetown  College  is  situated  on  Georgetown  Heights,  two 
and  one-half  miles  distant  from  the  Capitol,  overlooking  the  city 
of  Washington  and  the  Potomac  River,  and  commanding  one 
of  the  noblest  views  in  the  world.  The  site  is  singularly  health- 
ful, and  the  climate  exceptionally  mild  and  agreeable. 

The  College  buildings,  exclusive  of  the  Observatory,  are  eight 
in  number,  and  present  an  aggregate  frontage  of  about  twelve 
hundred  feet.  They  are  surrounded  by  grounds  comprising 
seventy-eight  acres;  these  are  intersected  by  the  "Walks,"  whose 
sylvan  beauty  has  made  them  famous.

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ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS. 

Students  may  enter  at  any  time  during  the  session,  and,  on 
examination,  will  be  assigned  to  the  class  for  which  their  prior 
attainments  have  fitted  them. 

Satisfactory  testimonials  of  good  conduct  will  be  required  from 
those  who  come  from  other  institutions. 

It  is  especially  to  be  noted  that  Georgetown  College  is  a  Class- 
ical College  of  prescribed  courses.  The  prescribed  studies  in- 
clude both  Latin  and  Greek,  and  no  one  will  be  received  as  a 
candidate  for  the  degree  of  A.  B.  unless  he  takes  all  the  pre- 
scribed studies,  including  both  Latin  and  Greek.  Entrance  to 
Freshman  Class  requires  that  the  candidate  shall  have  made 
four  years  of  Latin  and  three  years  and  one  semester  of  Greek. 
For  graduates  of  approved  High  Schools  and  Preparatory 
Schools,  who  have  not  taken  Latin  or  Greek,  special  classes  are 
provided  in  the  Georgetown  College  Preparatory  School  con- 
nected with  the  College,  wherein,  by  almost  exclusive  attention 
to  these  branches,  the  applicant  may  in  one,  or  at  most  in  two 
years  fit  himself  for  graded  entrance  into  Freshman  Class. 

Such  High  School  graduates  who  satisfy  the  entrance  require- 
ments except  in  Greek  only,  and  shall  present  an  equivalent  of 
the  Greek  in  some  other  branch,  will  be  admitted  to  Freshman 
Class  as  special  students  while  they  are  making  up  the  required 
Greek.  The  Greek  may  be  in  large  measure  prepared  during 
the  Freshman  year  by  attendance  in  the  Special  Latin  and  Greek 
Class  of  the  Preparatory  School. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  advanced  classes  must  pass 
a  satisfactory  examination  upon  all  the  subjects  previously  studied 
by  the  class  which  they  propose  to  enter. 

From  certain  Classical  Preparatory  or  High  Schools  of  estab- 
lished reputation  students  are  admitted  to  the  Freshman  Class 
without  examination,  upon  presentation  of  the  Principal's  cer- 
tificate that  they  have  completed  the  required  amount  of  work 
and  are  prepared  to  enter  College.  It  is  usually  found  that  they 
have  yet  to  qualify  in  Latin  Prosody. 

In  each  case,  however,  a  catalogue  giving  the  course  of  studies 
required  in  his  school,  must  accompany  the  Principal's  certifi- 
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cate.     The  Georgetown  College  Preparatory  School   Catalogue 
may  be  had  on  application  to  the  Prefect  of  Studies. 

In  all  other  cases,  for  admission  to  this  class  a  successful  exam- 
ination is  required  in  the  following  subjects,  or  their  equivalent: 

Latin. — Grammar. — The    entire    Latin    Grammar,    including    a 
knowledge    of    all    regular    syntactical    constructions. 
Translation  into  Latin  at  sight  of  complex  English  sen- 
tences,  entailing  the   application   of   rules    for   relative 
clauses,  indirect  discourse  and  conditional  sentences. 
Prosody. — All  the  rules   as  given  in   Casserly's   Prosody,   or 
some  equivalent  work ;  application  to  hexameter  verse ;  scan- 
sion of  Ovid  and  Virgil.    A  simple  exercise  will  be  exacted 
in  the  rearrangement  of  broken  verse. 
Latin  Composition. — Translation  into  Latin  of  easy  continuous 
prose  based  upon  Csesar  and  Cicero.     This  requirement  is 
of  very  special  importance,  and  great  weight  will  be  given 
to  it  in  the  examination.    The  use  of  Cicero's  letters  as  well 
as  his  orations  as  models  for  the  requirements  of  Latin  idiom 
is  strongly  recommended. 
Nepos. — Lives,  Miltiades,  Themistocles,  Hannibal. 
Phsedrus. — Fables,  two  hundred  lines. 
Csesar, — Commentaries,  two  books. 
Ovid. — Metamorphoses,  six  hundred  lines. 
Cicero. — Selected  Letters,  five  hundred  lines. 
De  Senectute,  entire. 
Orations,  Against  Catiline,  I  and  II. 
Virgil. — Eclogues  I  and  II. 

Georgics,  Book  IV,  two  hundred  and  fifty  lines. 
Aeneid,  Book  I,  entire. 

Greek. — Grammar. — Etymology  complete   (including  all  the  ir- 
regular and  defective  forms)  ;  the  rules  for  accents ;  the 
rules  of  syntax  and  their  application;  the  Homeric  dia- 
lect. 
Greek  Composition. — Translation  into  Greek  of  simple  English 

sentences  based  upon  Xenophon's  Anabasis. 
Xenophon. — Anabasis,  Books  I  and  II. 

Cyropsedia,  one  thousand  lines. 
Homer. — Iliad,  Books  I  and  II. 
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N.  B. — In  assigning  the  matter  above,  the  purpose  of  the  Fac- 
ulty is  not  to  insist  on  quantity  or  to  recognize  that  the  mere 
reading  of  a  stated  amount  of  assigned  authors  is  sufficient  prep- 
aration for  College.  In  the  discussion  of  the  classic  authors, 
both  Greek  and  Latin,  the  candidate  must  be  prepared  to  give  a 
complete  grammatical  analysis  of  every  word,  phrase  and  sen- 
tence, and  to  point  out  exceptional  idioms,  and  must  be  informed 
on  the  chief  points  of  collateral  erudition  connected  with  the  text. 

English. — Higher  Grammar, — The  candidate  must  be  prepared 
on  the  matter  contained  in  Meiklejohn's  "The  English 
Language,"  or  some  equivalent  work. 
Composition. — A  brief  prose  composition  will  be  required,  evi- 
dencing some  proficiency  in  narrative  and  critical  writing. 
The  test  will  be  based  upon  books  and  authors  assigned  for 
study  in  the  Georgetown  College  Preparatory  School.    Ques- 
tions will  be  asked  as  to  the  subject-matter,  method  of  treat- 
ment, structure,  and  style  of  these  books.     Fair  penmanship 
and  accurate  spelling  will  be  considered  as  essential  prelimi- 
nary requirements. 
The  authors  assigned  for   1905-1906  are:     Shelley,    Selected 
Poems  (No.  85,  Maynard  Series)  ;  ^Wordsworth,  Selected  Poems 
('No.   90,  Maynard   Series)  ;   De  Quincy,   "Flight  of  a  Tartar 
Tribe;"  *Macaulay,  Essays  on  Johnson  and  on  Addison;  Milton, 
"Paradise  Lost,"  two  books;  ^Shakespeare,  "Macbeth;"  Burke  on 
"Conciliation;"  Blackmore,  "Lorna  GDoone." 

A  careful  study  of  the  works  marked  thus  "*"  (subject-matter, 
form  and  structure)  will  be  exacted.  A  general  acquaintance 
with  the  other  assigned  books  will  be  sufficient. 

N.  B. — The  uniform  College  entrance  requirements  in  English 
for  1905- 1906  will  be  accepted,  as  will  any  fair  equivalent  work 
in  this  department. 

History. — The  History  of  Greece,  Rome,  England,  and  the 
United  States,  as  found  in  Bury's  History  of  Greece 
for  Beginners,  Schuckburgh's  History  of  Rome  for 
Beginners,  Birt's  Lingard's  History  of  England,  and 
Montgomery's  History  of  the  United  States,  or  some 
similar  text-books.     Also  the  Elements  of  Civics. 
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Mathematics. — Algebra;  Geometry,  plane  and  solid;  Went- 
worth's  Complete  Algebra,  and  Wentworth's  Geom- 
etry, or  works  of  equal  grade. 

Science. — A  fair  knowledge  of  Physical  Geography. 

Modern  Languages. — One  modern  language  other  than  the 
English  is  required,  preferably  French  or  German. 
The  examination  will  embrace  the  elements  of  gram- 
mar, including  the  irregular  verbs;  translation  into 
English  at  sight  of  simple  prose ;  grammatical  analysis.

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ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS. 

The  Georgetown  College  Preparatory  School  is  a  High  School ; 
hence  admission  thereto  supposes  the  completion  of  the  regular 
Grammar  School  Course — that  is,  the  completion  of  that  course 
of  studies  which  prepares  a  boy  for  admission  to  a  regular  High 
School.  Sometimes  a  boy  may  be  admitted  who  has  not  com- 
pleted the  Grammar  School  Course,  but  who  has  so  far  advanced 
in  English  and  Arithmetic  that  he  may  be  able,  with  more  than 
usual  industry,  to  follow  the  instruction  of  the  lowest  class  of 
the  School.  It  is  to  be  noted  -that  the  School  is  a  Classical  High 
School  of  prescribed  studies.  Hence  every  student  must  take 
all  of  its  courses,  including  both  Latin  and  Greek,  and  no  elec- 
tion is  allowed  except  in  the  case  of  modern  languages,  where 
French  or  German  may  be  taken  at  option.  It  should  be  clear, 
therefore,  that  its  preparation  is  strictly  for  classical  college  work 
and  not  specialized  for  technical,  scientific,  commercial  or  engi- 
neering studies.  When  the  College  opens  its  Engineering  Courses 
the  scope  of  the  Preparatory  School  will  then  be  broadened. 

Besides  the  regular  course  classes  there  is  a  Special  Latin 
and  Greek  Class  maintained  in  the  Preparatory  School  to  enable 
High  School  students,  who  have  not  taken  Latin  or  Greek,  to 
repair  that  deficiency.  For  entrance  to  this  Special  Class  it  is 
required  that  a  student  shall  have  made  at  least  one  year  of 
High  School  studies.  In  this  class  double  time  is  given  to  the 
study  of  Greek,  and  as  soon  as  a  student  has  graded  up  in  Latin 
and  Greek  to  the  standing  of  the  class  for  which  he  is  certified 
in  English,  History,  Mathematics  and  Modern  Languages,  he 
will  be  at  once  transferred  to  that  class.  The  purpose  of  the 
Special  Class  is  not  to  shorten  the  course,  nor  will  a  student  be 
allowed  to  enter  the  class  except  with  the  above  understanding. 
The  class  is  also  open  for  Greek  to  students  who  have  qualified 
for  Freshman  Class  in  Georgetown  College  in  all  the  require- 
ments except  Greek.

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REQUISITES  FOR  ADMISSION. 


The  following  changes  have  been  made  necessary  by  the  adoption  of 
a  new  Constitution  for  the  Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges: 

ARTICLE   III. 

Section  i.  Every  College  holding  membership  in  this  Association  shall 
demand  of  each  student,  as  a  minimum  requirement  for  admission  to  the 
medical  course : 

(a)  A  bachelor's  degree  from  an  approved  college  or  university. 

(b)  A  diploma  from  an  accredited  high  school,  normal  school,  or  acad- 
emy requiring  for  admission  evidence  of  the  completion  of  an  eight-year 
course  in  primary  and  intermediate  grades,  and  for  graduation  not  less 
than  four  years  of  study  embracing  not  less  than  two  years  (4  points) 
of  foreign  language,  of  which  one  must  be  Latin;  two  years  (4  points) 
of  mathematics,  two  years  (4  points)  of  English,  one  year  (2  points)  of 
history,  two  years  (4  points)  of  laboratory  science,  and  six  years  (12 
points)  of  further  credit  in  language,  literature,  history,  or  science. 

(c)  An  examination  in  the  following  branches: 

A.  Required  (18  points)  ;  Mathematics  (4  points)  ;  English  (4  points)  ; 
History  (2  points)  ;  Language  (two  must  be  Latin,  4  points)  ;  Science 
(taken  from  physics,  chemistry,  botany,  zoology),  4  points. 

B.  Optional  (to  12  points);  English,  2  points;  History,  6  points;  Lan- 
guage, 6  points ;  Manual  Training,  2  points ;  Mechanical  Drawing,  1  point ; 
Natural  Science  (botany,  biology,  zoology),  2  points;  Physical  Science 
(chemistry,  physics),  2  points;  Trigonometry,  1  point;  Astronomy  (i), 
Civics  (1),  Geology  (1),  Physical  Geography  (1),  Physiology  and  Hygiene 
(1),  Political  Economy  (1). 

(One  point  in  any  subject  in  a  high  school  or  academic  course  demands 
not  less  than  five  periods  per  week  of  forty-five  minutes  each  for  eighteen 
weeks.) 

(d)  Certificates  from  reputable  instructors  recognized  by  the  superin- 
tendents hereinafter  to  be  mentioned,  or  by  any  State  board  of  medical 
examiners  duly  authorized  by  law,  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  any  part  of 
this  examination. 

Sec.  2.  This  examination  must  be  conducted  by  or  under  the  authority 
of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  of  the  city  or  State  in  which 
the  college  is  located.  In  no  case  shall  it  be  conducted  by  any  person 
connected  with  the  faculty,  medical  or  otherwise,  of  the  institution  to 
which  the  student  is  seeking  admission. 

Sec.  3.  A  student  may  be  allowed  to  enter  on  his  medical  work  condi- 
tioned in  not  more  than  six  points,  and  these  conditions  must  be  removed 
by  satisfactory  examination  before  he  is  allowed  to  enter  on  the  second 
year  of  his  medical  course. 

Sec.  4.  Colleges  in  membership  in  this  Association  may  honor  the  offi- 
cial credentials  presented  by  students  from  other  colleges  having  the 
standard  requirements  maintained  by  members  of  this  Association,  except- 
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ing  for  the  fourth  year  of  their  course ;  but  no  member  of  this  Association 
shall  admit  a  student  to  advanced  standing  without  first  communicating 
with  the  college  from  which  such  student  desires  to  withdraw  and  receiv- 
ing from  the  dean  of  such  college  a  direct  written  communication  certi- 
fying to  the  applicant's  professional  and  moral  qualifications  and  to  the 
exact  work  he  has  done  in  said  college. 

Sec.  5.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  shall  have 
attended  four  courses  of  study  in  four  calendar  3'ears,  each  annual  course 
to  have  been  of  not  less  than  thirty  teaching  weeks'  duration,  and  at  least 
ten  months  shall  intervene  between  the  beginning  of  any  course  and  the 
beginning  of  the  preceding  course. 

Sec.  6.  Credit  may  be  given  to  the  holder  of  a  Bachelor's  Degree  from 
an  approved  college  or  university  for  any  work  in  the  medical  branches 
which  he  has  successfully  completed  in  his  college  course  only  so  far  as 
it  is  the  full  equivalent  of  corresponding  work  in  the  medical  curriculum. 
The  holder  of  such  Bachelor's  Degree  may  also  be  given  time  credits 
of  not  exceeding  one  year,  provided  that  such  student  has  had  at  least 
40  hours  in  physics,  144  hours  in  chemistry,  24  hours  in  osteology,  292 
hours  in  human  or  comparative  anatomy,  124  hours  in  histology,  85  hours 
in  embryology,  145  hours  in  physiology,  and  46  hours  in  materia  medica, 
provided  that  the  applicant  for  such  time  credits  satisfies  the  professors 
of  the  chairs  mentioned  in  the  medical  school  as  to  his  proficiency  in 
these  first-year  medical  studies,  or  satisfies  the  examiner,  as  provided 
for  in  Section  2,  Article  III,  that  his  studies  for  which  the  degree  was 
conferred  include  the  above  requirements.  Such  student  may  be  allowed 
to  complete  a  course  for  the  medical  degree  in  not  less  than  31  months, 
provided  he  completes  the  remainder  of  the  medical  curriculum  in 
that  time. 

Sec.  8.  Each  student  shall  be  obliged  to  attend  80  per  cent  of  the 
exercises  in  every  annual  course  of  study  for  which  he  seeks  credit.  No 
student  shall  be  given  credit  on  examination  unless  he  attains  a  grade 
of  at  least  70  per  cent,  or  its  equivalent  in  any  other  marking  system. 
And  no  student  shall  be  graduated  unless  he  shall  have  attained  a  pass- 
ing grade  in  each  and  all  subjects  of  the  required  curriculum. 

ADVANCED   STANDING. 

Students  who  have  attended  one  or  more  terms  at  any  other  Medical 
College  in  good  standing  will  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  upon 
passing  the  examination  required  of  students  for  the  stage  at  which  they 
propose  to  enter.  Those  presenting  certificates  of  examination  from  other 
reputable  Medical  Colleges  of  equal  requirements  will  be  admitted  to  the 
respective  higher  classes  without  further  examination. 

Persons  not  candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  may  be  admitted  without 
examination  as  special  students,  and  may  attend  any  of  the  courses  upon 
giving  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  qualified  intelligently  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  instruction.

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REQUISITES    FOR    ADMISSION. 

The  Dental  Department  conforms  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Faculties,  of  which  it  is  a 
member,  as  well  as  to  those  of  the  National  Association  of  Dental 
Examiners. 

In  accordance  with  these  regulations,  as  preliminary  examina- 
tion, equivalent  ito  a  certificate  of  entrance  into  the  third  year 
of  a  High  School,  is  required  as  a  condition  of  admission.  This 
will  not  be  required  of  an  applicant  who  can  show  that  he  has 
covered  the  work  of  such  examination  by  furnishing  an  official 
certificate  to  that  effect  issued  by  a  reputable  literary  or  scien- 
tific College,  Academy,  High  School  or  State  Examining  Board. 

Graduates  in  medicine  are  eligible  for  admission  to  the  second 
class,  and  are  excused  from  examination  in  the  studies  pertaining 
to  the  medical  course  of  recognized  institutions. 

Those  presenting  certificates  of  examination  for  advanced 
standing  from  other  reputable  Dental  Colleges  of  equal  require- 
ments will  be  admitted  to  the  corresponding  higher  class  without 
further  examination. 

Students  applying  for  admission  later  than  ten  days  after  the 
opening  day  of  the  session  cannot  be  credited  with  a  full  course 
unless  such  delay  is  due  to  sickness,  which  must  be  vouched  for 
by  the  certificate  of  a  reputable  practicing  physician.  In  such 
case  the  date  of  admission  shall  not  be  later  than  twenty  days 
from  the  opening  day. 

Students  must  continue  in  attendance  until  the  close  of  the 
session  in  order  to  obtain  credit  for  a  full  term.

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ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS. 

Candidates  for  a  degree  must  have  received  a  High  School 
education,  or  its  equivalent,  evidence  of  which  must  be  presented 
or  a  preliminary  examination  will  be  required. 

Candidates  for  advanced  standing — i.  e.,  those  desiring  to  com- 
plete the  course  in  one  or  two  years — must,  at  the  time  of  entry, 
present  certificates  of  previous  study  at  some  approved  Law 
School,  or  under  the  direction  of  a  reputable  practitioner.  Such 
certificate  must  show,  moreover,  that  the  candidate  has  passed 
a  satisfactory  examination  upon  the  subjects  embraced  in  the 
first,  or  first  and  second  years,  as  the  case  may  be,  otherwise  an 
examination  will  be  necessary  before  he  can  enter  an  advanced 
class.  This  examination  will  always  be  required  of  those  whose 
study  has  been  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  a  practitioner. 

FEES  AND  EXPENSES. 

The  charge  for  attendance  in  the  first,  second  and  third  years 
is  One  Hundred  Dollars  per  annum.  As  far  as  payment  of  tui- 
tion is  concerned  the  collegiate  year  is  regarded  as  divided  into 
two  equal  terms,  beginning  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  October 
and  February,  respectively,  and  one-half  the  annual  charge  be- 
comes due  and  payable  on  the  following  day,  Thursday.  For 
the  accommodations  of  students  the  Secretary  will,  when  re- 
quested, receive  monthly  payments,  strictly  in  advance. 

Tuition  in  the  fourth,  or  Post-Graduate  Course,  is  also  One 
Hundred  Dollars  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  or  in  monthly 
instalments  in  advance. 

Persons  enrolling  their  names  as  students  will  be  considered 
as  having  entered  the  School  for  not  less  than  one  term,  unless 
an  express  agreement  to  the  contrary  is  made.  Payment  will 
not  be  received  for  less  than  one  full  month,  nor  can  any  deduc- 
tion be  made  for  absence. 

For  attendance  on  lectures,  as  hereinbefore  stated,  the  charge 
is  Fifty  Dollars  per  annum,  payable  in  monthly  instalments  in 
advance. 

The  fee  for  Graduation,  which  is  additional  to  the  yearly  charge 
for  attendance,  and  which  includes  all  expenses  of  the  annual 
commencement,  is  Ten  Dollars. 
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COST  OF   BOARDING,   ETC. 

There  is  no  boarding  department  connected  with  the  Law 
School.  The  majority  of  the  law  students  board  in  Washington 
City,  where  the  Law  School  is  located,  and  where  the  cost  of 
comfortable  lodging,  board,  fuel  and  gas  varies  from  $20  to  $30 
per  month,  according  to  the  location  and  appointments  selected. 
Satisfactory  accommodations  can  easily  be  had  at  $25  per  month ; 
and  there  are  every  year  students  who  provide  for  themselves 
comfortably  at  a  cost  of  $20  per  month,  and  even  less.  Tuition 
is  $100  per  annum,  with  no  incidental  charges  except  a  diploma 
fee  of  $10  upon  graduation.  Cost  of  text-books  is  about  $30 
per  annum.  The  Law  School  session  is  from  the  first  Wednes- 
day in  October  to  the  first  Wednesday  in  June — about  eight 
months.  The  necessary  expenses  for  board,  lodging,  tuition, 
books,  etc.,  per  annum,  is,  therefore,  about  $350,  exclusive,  of 
course,  of  clothing  and  general  incidental  expenses.
